GO 
An ancient board game which takes the simplest of elements: line and circle, 
black and white, stone and wood, combines them witha single basic rule and 
generates subtleties which have enthralled players for 4000 years. Go's 
appeal does not rest on its oriental, metaphysical elegance; but on prac- 
tical and stimulating features in the design of the game. 


Go is easy to learn. The basic rule and its correlaries can be demonstrated 
quickly and grasped easily. The game is enjoyably played over a wide range 
of skills. Each level of play has its charms, rewards, and discoveries. 

A unique and reliable system of handicapping brings many more players "into 
range" for producing a close contest. Draws occur in less than 1% of all 
amateur games. Below the master level, a game of go retains a fluidity and 
dynamism far longer than comparable games; an early mistake may be made up, 
used to advantage, or reversed as the game progresses. There is no simple 
proceedure to follow to turn a clear lead into a victory - only continued 
good play. Go thinking seems to be more lateral then linear, less dependent 
on logical deduction, and more a matter of a""feel" for the stones, a "sense" 
of shape, a gestalt perception of the game. 


Beyond being merely a game, go can take on other meanings to its devotees: 
an analogy for life, an intense meditation, amirror of one's personality, an 
exercise in abstract reasoning, a mental "workout", or,when played well, a 
beautiful art in which white and black dance in delicate balance across the board. 
But most important for all who play, Go, as a game, is challenging and fun.

THIS SHOULD BE THE BIGGEST MID-WESTERN TOURNAMENT OF THE YEAR! 
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THe UNITED STATES HONINBO AND Kyu CHAMPIONSHIPS 


The Tournament Committee met and is making the following recommendations 
to the full AGA Executive Committee regarding the structure of this year's 
championships. These recommendations will be passed on at the next Execu- 
tive Committee meeting on June 18th. 


This year's tournament is an open tournament to be called the United States 
Honinbo. The Kyu Championship is limited to kyu players. Both are even 
game tournaments. As in any AGA rated tournament, all participants at 
every level in the elimination process must be AGA members. 


Selection of the champions will be in three stages: chapter,semi-final, 
and final. 


1)Chapter. AGA chapters should hold preannounced tournaments to select 
their representatives. Early planning. will allow publicity in the Journal. 
Tournament form is at the club's discretion. The results of the club's 
elimination tournament must be sent in with the names of the winners 
when preregistering for the Semi-final. It is suggested that chapters 
charge an entrance fee; the money collected might help defray the ex- 
penses the representatives incur in attending the semi-final or pay 
the club's share of the phone'call should its dan representative win the 

. semi-final. 


2) It is recommended that the 1977 Eastern Semi-finals be held in New 


York City as it is more convenient for more of the active tournament 
players. The determining factor is the willingness and ability of the 
local organizations in either New York or Baltimore to properly run a 
large tournament. The date will be as previously announced: LABOR DAY 
WEEKEND, 1977 ( Sept. 3,4, & 5). 


The exact details of the tournament will be decided by the designated 
Tournament Director. It is suggested by the chairman of the Tournament 
Committee that: 1)Aug. 25th be the deadline for registration. 2)Regis- 
tration must include the player(s) name(s), address(es), telephone #, 
the chapter name, the address and telephone number of a contact 
person at the chapter, a check or money order for the entrance fee, 
and a copy of the grid of the club's elimination tournament. 3)The fee 
for the Honinbo be $15 and for the Kyu Championship $10(neither refund- 
able). 4) That the Semi-final be a seven or eight round Swiss-McMahon, 
double-knockout beginning on Sat. Sept. 3rd. 

The committee approved of the scheduling of a PRELIMINARY TOURNAMENT of 
the Eastern Semi-finals on Sat. Sept. 3. This would be a two section 
(dan and kyu) knock-out qualifying event for any player not meeting the 
requirements of a preregistered, chapter champion. One (or more) players 
from the preliminary will qualify for the Semi-finals proper. One play- 
ing fee (of the amounts above) would be required for the entire tourna- 
ment (prelim, semis, and side events). Players will be scheduled for 
tournament games for the entire weekend (if they wish) even if elimina- 
ted. 

At stake in the Semi-finals will be the titles of Eastern U.S. Honinbo 
and Kyu Champion, the right to play in the finals of the U.S. Champion- 
ships, and prizes for the top finishers in each tournament. 


The possibility of a Western Semi-final or of regional quarter finals 
e.g. Northern California, Southern California, Pacific Northwest, etc., 
rests on the willingness of the local organizers to do the necessary 
planning. The AGA officers will do everything possible to support, 
encourage, and advise anyone interested in helping create representa- 
tive, national competition. Distance and a severe limit on money and 
man-power preclude a more active role. 


The Finals of both Championships will be held by telephone later this 
‘year between the Eastern and Western Honinbo Champions’ clubs. The 
Kyu players must travel to the cities of the dan winners for their final; 
held simultaneously over the same phone hook-up. The cost of the call is 
bourne by the clubs sponsoring the Honinbo contenders; unless corporate 
underwriting is found. 


Anyone who can should come to the Eastern Semi-finals; it promises to be the 


biggest AGA tournament ever.

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TOURNAMENT BRIEFS 
BRAUNER REPEATS AS NEW JERSEY CHAMPION 


In the 18th annual New Jersey Open Championship, held at Murray Hill 
Bell Labs on March 12 and 13, Larry Brauner, 6 dan, won for the third 
straight time defeating Won-Boo Shin, 5 dan, in the final round. Third 
was former champion Harry Gonshor. These three dominated the tournament 
and did not lose a game to any of the other contestants. 

Brauner had a clear lead with a 3-0 score after the first day; but a 
defeat at the hands of Harry Gonshor created a four-way tie - Robert Mc- 
Callister, former AGA president, joining the group. Under the double 
knockout, Swiss-McMahon system, a player is not eliminated until losing 
two games. So Brauner had to defeat both Gonshor and Shin in a playoff, 
which he did in fine style. 

The tournament was unusually small this year, with only 8 contestants 
primarily due to poor advance publicity. In the hope that next year's 
turnout should be larger, it is announced at this time that the 1978 
New Jersey Open will be held on the second weekend in February (Feb.11 & 
12) 1978. Save the dates!

"When unreason passes by, reason steps away" is an old saying which des- 
cribes the real world well. The aftermath of unreason "passing by" is 
inevitably bad both in life and in the game of Go. 

But when unreason is confronted and stopped, the unreasonable side must 
mend its way and suffer the consequences. It is vital that you keep 
your eyes sharp, hold back your own unreason, and challenge the unrea- 
sonable moves your opponents try to slip past you. 

There is no place for unreason in Go.
